Seen As Ry. Plans Building 
Track Near Boulevard 


The fact that 
the 
Santa 
Ee 
railroad has secured 
permission 
from the State Uailroad Commis­ 
sion to cross lied Hill avenue at 
a point just, south of Irvine boule­ 
vard is today taken as an indi­ 
cation that one or more new p a ck ­ 
ing houses are to be built in the 
Tustin section. 
A copy of the permit given by 
the State Railroad Commission to 
the Santa Fe has been filed with 
the Board of 
Supervisors. 
That 
permit allows the Santa Fe to 
extend a spur 
track 
at 
grade 
across Red H ill avenue between 
lots 2 and J, block 12, Irvine sub­ 
division. 
This will be an extension of 
w hat is known as the Browning 
spur, which is a spur track off of 
the Santa Fe line that rune from 
Venta, the junction point on the 
main Santa Fe line below Tustin, 
to the San Joaquin Fruit Company. 
The extension will be westward 
toward Newport road and it may 
reach to the east side of Newport 
road. In that case it seems prob­ 
able that, a packing house might 
be built within a few rods of the 
association packing houses on the 
Southern Pacific tracks. 
It its easily surmised that this 
step marks the entrance of the 
Santa Fe into competition for the 
big citrus shipments from the Tus­ 
tin district. 
Although tiie Santa 
Fe has had its main line to San 
Diego running through Aliso but 
a short distance from Tustin, A li­ 
so has always seemed to be out of 
the way a bit for the construction 
of a citrus packing house. W h at­ 
ever the reason, the Santa Fe has 
initiated but. little of the Tustin 
shipments. 
No information was obtainable 
today as to who w ill build the pro­
